Inuvik Industrial Airport 


Located along east branch of Mackenzie River adjacent to Inuvik. 3,000 x 150 
ft. dirt runway. Float and ski landing along side strip in Mackenzie River. 
Reindeer Air Services operates from this strip and float base. Jet Air 
operates from floats and skis on river further upstream.

Seismic activity totalled 56 work weeks from Oct. 1, 1970 - April 15, 1971 
including the following companies; Skelly, Imperial, Deminex, Elf, Canwest, 
Segma, Banff, Gulf, Mobil and Shell. Sixteen of the twenty-one crews working 
in the North were operating in or were based out of the Inuvik Region. 


As of January 15, 1971 thirty big rigs were in various stages of operating 
throughout the North. Fifteen of these were working either in or were based 
out of the Inuvik Region including Imperial, Gulf, Shell, Banff, $.0.B.C. and 
Mobil.
